FULLER IS DEAD 


Head of Nation's Highest Tribunal 


Dies Suddenly of Heart Dis- 


ease at Summer Home 


DEATH UNEXPECTED-CAREER OF HIST 


Bar Harbor, Maine, July 4.—Chief 


'ustice 
Melville W. Fuller, 
of 
the 


Jnited States supreme court died of 
leart failure at his summer home In 
Sorrento at 6 o'clock this morning. 


The death of the chief Justice was 
ntlrely unexpected, as he hid been In 
ipparently good health 
lately, and 


here had been no premonitory symp- 
tom of any kind of trouble. Yesterday 
he attended church as usual, and when 
he retired last night he was to all ap- 
pearances In his customary health. 


Death came about 6 o'clock this 


morning. 
His daughter, 
Mrs. Na- 


thane! Francis and the Rev. James 
Freeman, who was a guest of Justice 
Fuller at His Sorrento cottage, "Main- 
stay," were with the Jurist when he 
died. 


The funeral services will be held at 


Sorrento and interment will be at Chi- 
cago. The da'e of the funeral has not 
yet been fixe S^ 


Chief Justf 
/uller was in his 78th 


year. 


Kor many years the chief justice 


spent his summers at Sorrento, a sum- 
mer colony located on Frenchman's 
bay, 
Hve miles from Bar Harbor. 


RISE OF JUSTICE FULLER. 


Born in Miine and Went to Chicago 


Whsn Young Man. 


Washington. July 4.—To Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller fell the honor ot third 
rank for length of service as presiding 
Justice In the highest tribunal of the 
American government. 
For twenty- 


two years he was chief Justice of the 
supremo court of the United States, 
but Chief Justice Marshall presided 
o\-er the court for thirty-four years 
and Chief Justice Taney for twenty- 
eight years. With the future rests the 
determination of his rank among the 
eight chief Justices of history for abil- 
ity 
and 
accomplishments. 
Qrovor 


Cleveland sent hts name to the sennto 
on April 30. 18M,• for • confirmation as 
chief Justice. Ho was:practically un- 
known except to members of the legal 
profession. 


Becomes Lawyer; Goes West. 


In Maine, where he was born on Feb. 


11, 1833, he had been known as a well 
behaved, rather scholarly lad. He had 


gone to Bowdoln college and, incident- 
ally, there won most of the prizes for 
elocution. He had gone down to Hw- 
varl law school for one year. 


Finally he blossomed forth as a full 


fledged lawyer and politician of a high- 
minded sort In his native city of Au- 
gusta. He became an associate editor 
on a 
democratic paper called "The 


Age" and about the same time was 
elected president of the city council 
and then city solicitor. 
Soon there- 
t 


after he left Maine for the greater «p- • 
portunitles of life In Chicago. 


First Attracts Attention. 


From 1856 to 1888 he lived in Ohlea- 


go, but attracted little attention out- . 
side his Immediate circle of friends and 
associates at the bar until he under- 
took the defense of Bishop Cheney on 
a charge of heresy. His knowledge on 
ecclesiastical history 
and procedure 


astonished those who conducted the 
case, and his argument of the can** ot 
the bishop before the supreme court of 
Illinois Is referred to still a« a fomnsfa 
effort seldom, If ever, surpassed In that 
court. 


He was a delegate to the national 


conventions of the democratic party 
In 1864. 1872,1878 and 1880. The Maine 
boy who had "gone west?' accomplish- 
ed much, however, notwithstanding nls 
dulet life. 
He had laid the founda- 


tion for a deep understanding of the 
commercial laws of the country and 
along this line had performed services 
for his clients that was estimated to 
have netted him an annual income of 
$30.000. 


Is Fought in the ttnate. 


These accomplishments led the re- 


publican senators from Illinois to urge 
upon the democratic president the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Fuller as the succes- 
sor of Chief Justice Walte. The nom- 
ination of Mr. Fuller, then 58 y'Urs of 
age, was followed by a memorable 
contest In the senate.

DEATH 


Falls 500 Feet When Mono- 


plane Collapses and 


is Crushed. 


Rheims, France, July 
4.—Charles 


Wachter, a French aviator, was killed 
In a fall of 500 feet yesterday after- 
noon, when his monoplane collapsed 
as thousands of persons watched him 
describing graceful circles In the air. 


- Wachter's wife and mother and sis- 
ter saw him fall, but were prevented 
from going to the place where his foody 
lay. 
The three women nearly went 


Insane with grief, and it requried the 
efforts of a score of physicians and avi- 
ation week officials to quiet them so 
that they could be driven to their ho- 
tel In an automobile. 


Wachter's widow is the daughter of 


Levavasseur, Inventor of the 
Antoi- 


nette monoplane. 


Waehter fell in a straight line and 


with such velocity that his head was 
driven several Inches into the earth. 
He struck about a mile from the press 
stand, -which is in the middle of the 
Bethany Plain aviation field. It was 
necessary to dig his body from be- 
neath the debris of 
his Antoinette 


monoplane, which 
lay in a tangled 


mass, pinning him to the ground. 


Made Two Sensational Flights. 


The aviator's death came after he 


had made two of the most sensational 
flights «ver attempted. 
The aviation 


meet opened yesterday morning and 


• was marred by a heavy rain storm. 
attended by a gale of wind. 
Wachter 


•was the only aviator who braved the 
storm, and he took out his monoplane 
for a flight of twenty-eight miles in 
torty-three minutes. 


Be seemed without fear, and In the 


afternoon, 
when 
another 
drenching 


rain drove In the other aviators who 
had taken advantage of a lull in the 
•torm, the doomed man again made a 
flight, covering sixteen miles in the 
downpour. 


The tklei cleared again and Wach- 


ter took his machine to a greater 
helfht than h» had attempted during 
the itorm. As he sailed in circles and 
figure eights at his 600 feet elevation 
the crowds cheered again and again. 


Rain Weakened Monoplane? 


Apparently, however, ths rain had 


weakened his monoplane, for suddenly, 
from no apparent cause, the wings on 
either side of the aviator folded up- 
wards above his machine. There was 
nothing left to support the weight of 
man and engine, and the rush to tho 
ground began and ended In a few sec- 
onds. 


Wachter fell In an oats field, and as 


eopn ae his body had been recovered 
all flights were ordered stopped for tho 
day. -T/"1- meet was resumed today.

known, never expressed his opinion of 
what he thought of Twain for playlog 
this little joke on him. 


Chief Justice Fuller reflected to a 


great extent his research into liter- 
ature by the style of his opinions and 
addresses. 
In the earlier days aft'r 


going on the bench he wrote some 
poetry and now and then lapsed inio 
poetical touches in his opinions from 
the bench. One of the best illustra- 
tions of this was the opinion he hand- 
ed down in 
the case 
of Hammond 


versus Hiskins. 


A Poetical Opinion. 


He concluded his opinion by sav- 


ing: 


"In all cases where actual fraud i:' 


not made out. but the imputation rests 
upon conjecture, 
where the seal of 


death has closed the lips of those 
whose character is Involved and lapse 
of time has impaired the recollection 
of transactions and obscured their de- 
tails, the welfare of society demands 
the rigid enforcement of the rule of 
diligence. The hour glass must sup- 
ply the Ravages of the scythe and those 
who have slept upon their rights must 
be remitted to the repose from which 
they should not have been aroused." 


His death today recalls his own 


words on such events expressed at the 
centenary of the court twenty years 
ago. 


"Judges will be appointed." said he, 


"and will pass. One generation rapid- 
ly succeeds another. 
But, whoever 


comes and whoever goes, the court 
remains, keeping alive, through many 
centuries we shall not see, the light 
that burns with a constant radiance 
upon the high altar of American con- 
stitutional justice." 


His Famous Opinions. 


Chief Justic Fuller leaves an in- 


delible stamp on the laws of the coun- 
try. Among his most famous opinions 
are the following: 


The Income tax decision, in which 


the Income tax law was held to be un- 
constitutional. 


Tho Danbury hat case. In which la- 


bor unions were held to be amenable 
to the Sherman anti-trust law. 


The "Western Union Telegraph com- 


pany vs. the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, In which the state was de- 
nied the right to tax telegraph mes- 
sages, except when intra-state. 


The bank of Washington vs. Hume, 


In which the Insurable Interests of the 
wife and children In the life of hus- 
band and father was recognized as dis- 
tinguished from the claim of creditors. 


Inman vs. South Carolina Railway 


company. In which the railroad was 
denied the power to exempt Itself from 
liability for its negligence In the ship- 
ment of glass. 


Moore versus Crawford. In which 


married women were made to bear li- 
abilities, such as those growing ovit of 
tho fraudulent salo of land, as well as 
tho legal rights. 


I/elsy versus Haddln, In which the 


state -was denied rights over original 
packages of liquor In Inter-state com- 
merce, an opinion which led to the pas- 
sage of tho Wilson liquor law.

men and traveling baggage masters 
of railroads In southeastern terri-

The in- 
creases will be allowed in two in- 
stallments. 
The first was dated 


back to take effect from July 1 
and the other to go. into effect April 
1, 10H. 
The following is the in- 


creased new scale on the basis of one 
hundred miles. 
Conductors of pas 


senger trains from $2.20 ,to $2.50 
and on April 1, 1911, to he raised to 
$2.75; 
traveling 
baggage masters 


from $1.10 to $1.3S, later to be 
raised to $1.65; passenger flagmen 
and nrakemen from $1.00 to $1.32 
later to be raised to $1.50; conduc 
tors of through freights from $3.18 
to $3.55, later to be raised to $3.75; 
brakemen and flagmen on through 
freights from $1.75 to $2.35, later 
to be raised to $2.50; conductors on 
local freights from $3.80 to $4.15 
later to be raised to $4.25; brake 
men and flagmen on local freight* 
from $2.20 to $2.fi3, later to be in 
creased to $2.75.

Steamer Baltic Has Collis- 


ion at Sea With the

New York, July 4.—With a six-foot 


hole in her side, the White Star liner 
Baltic docked today, while her passen- 
gers hurried ashore and congratulated 
themselves on their escape from what 
might have been a fearful mid-sea 
disaster. 


The Baltic, in the night last Thurs- 


day, jammed into the oil tank steam- 
er Standard, bound from Philadelphia 
to Copenhagen. The shock of the Im- 
pact aroused the sleeping passengers, 
who hurried to the decks In grave ap- 
prehension. As the Baltic lay rolling 
In a swelling sea and the waters wash- 
ed into the Jagged wound In her bow. 
Captain Ranson and his officers went 
among the passengers and quieted 
them. 


No help was asked for by the oil 


tank, which drifted off and disappear- 
ed In the mist. Some of the passen- 
gers of the Baltic thought the oil tank 
was making water. 
Repairs were 


made and a patch was placed over the 
hole in the Baltic's bow. After a de- 
lay of more than two hours the Baltic 
steamed away on her course for New 
York. A seaman was reported miss- 
Ing after the accident and it was 
thought that he was knocked over- 
board by the impact.

Little Lynching Party in 


Missouri Just Across 


from Cairo. 


Cairo, HI, July 


were lynched 
at 


4.—Two negro'es 
Charleston, 
Mo-, 


across the river from Cairo, yesterday 
afternoon lor the murder of William 
Fox, planter, of Mississippi county. 
They were taken from the county jail 
by a large crowd of infuriated citi- 
zens, who broke down the doors with 
sledge hammers. The negroes shot 
Fox In the back while riding In his 
wagon, about two miles from Charles- 
ton, Saturday night. He died after 
Identifying his assailants, who got $7 
In money from his pockets. 


The negroes, who claimed Tennessee 


as their home, but whose names were 
not learned, approached Fox Saturday 
afternoon in Charleston, where he was 
trading. They said they were work- 
ing for a thrashing outfit near 
his 


place and asked permission to ride In 
his wagon. Between 7 and 8 o'clock 
Fox started for his horns, six miles 
from Charleston, with tue negroes In 
th« wagon box behind. Two miles 
from town one of the negroes shot 
Fox through th« 
back, 
and 
both 
searchad nls pockets. An approaching 
wagon caused them to run. 


Bloodhound* Trail NcgroM. 


The approaching men were friends 


of Fox, and after picking him up and 
finding him mortally wounded, they 
went to Charleston and notified Sheriff 
Culp, of Mississippi county. Blood- 
hounds wer« put on the trail and the 
negroes w»r* captured in a barn about 
three mll«« from 
the scene of the 


inurdar. 
They 
were 
brought 
to 


Charleston and locked up. 
Fox died shortly af»r he had Identi- 


fied the negroes, and yesterday morn- 
Ing tanners from the country began 
flocking Into Charleston. 
Alarmed by thraata of lynching, 


Sheriff Culp appealed to Governor 
Hadlcr for assistance by 
telephone. 


»nd wwon In a number of deputies. 
The •herWTs aid* w»r« powerless to 
check the mob. however. It required 
two hours to break Into the Jail, during 
which blow after blow was rained on 
ma cell door*, until 
finally they 
.H«ng On* Negro at One*. 


The men rush*d In upon the frlght- 


tned n*gro«» at 4:»0 o'clock and with 
pells took th«n . outside. 
One negro 


was hanged Immediately :n the jail 
rard. after he had confessed his guilt 
and **ggeC for his life. 
The other 


negro ,wM harried Into an automobile 
and tak*n' to the spot where he had 
hid ;h« revolver with which Fox was 
shotl Thto - wmpon obtained, the ne- 
gro i"*««"»«w* "back to Charleston. 


In the prwwnce of nearly 5,000 per- 


»ons, who yelled their approval, the 
second negro was hanged from th« 
fard arm of a crossing sign at the In- 
tersection of the two branches of the 
Iron Mountain railroad. The mob was 
bent on burning the negro section of 
Charleston, but cooler heads prevailed 
and quiet was restored late last night. 


A coroner's Jury last night returned 


a verdict to the effect that "the ne- 
groes came to their death at the bands 
if parties unknown."

At this time he was nineteen and babbled In his 
Bleep of Keats and of Gabriel RossettI, writer of 
the most perfect sestet In the English tongue. 


She told him he was to thrill the world with his 


poems. "Keep studying; thafg all you need to do. 
HI stay but and work. Maybe 1 caa go to summer 
school" Dooby explained that they held summer 
school at his university for the teachers who have 
to work all winter. Such students were scoffed at 
—"summer gogs" they were prettily called—by the 
lords of tie.long winter term. 


Em did get a little more schooling the summer 


after Dooby—now studying the Greek Ode—gradu- 
ated. When she came up for Commencement she 
rented his Commencement' gown for him.
